THE morning of Friday, July 29, 1887, 
dawned on a day of sadneas in 
on the occasion of the funeral services 
over all that was mortal of President 
John Taylor, the beloved and honored 
leader whose life’s interesta, for over 
half a century, had been devoted to 
the great cause in which the Latter- 
day Saints are en and who, for

Brother Parley P. Pratt had the 
distin éd honor to sound the 
of ‘Jesus Christ in his ears. 
He was the instrument to lead him 
into the Ohurch of Christ. Brother 
Pratt found in him that right heart 
and that open hand by which he was 
led to go right forward in the truth 
and the new wine in the old vessel 
did no harm. President Taylor was 
a man bold and daring for the truth. 
He knew no fear. recollect well 
when he and I were on our missions 
in Europe together he labored in 
France—on the coast of infidel France 
—if I mistake not, in Havre. He la- 
bored in that vicinity diligently; and 
at one time a number of religious 


divines combined together to put 


down this heresy, as they term it. 
President Taylor, with that boldness 
which ever characterized him, con 
seuted to meet a whole pack of them, 
all that ‘were willing to conspire to- 
gether to silence and turn away the 
testimonies from reaching the hearts 
of the people. I recollect well my 
feelings when in Liverpool at the 
time. Morally speaking it was like 
Paul when he writes about fightin 
the beasts at Ephesus. He wit 

them and he brought forth the truth 
and souls wers given him as the result 
of his labors; an interest was awak- 
ened, and some were gathered out. 
His labors were continued and inces- 
sant until he obtained a translation 
of thé Book of Mormon in the French 
mag ach President Taylor was a 
man who, in his bearing and nature 
was onward and upward. Who that 
is before me ever heard him indulge 
in tibaldry or light and trifling and 
vain conversation! He was alw 
looking forward, from the moment he 
embraced the for a higher 
platform upon whi he could elimb 
and rise until he could go back, a son 
of God, and associate, as he did here 
on the éarth, with the Prophets of the 
Most High. There were but very few 
men that attained the warm personal 
relation that he attained to and main- 
tained most successfully with the 
Prophet Joseph Smith till he died, 
and the story of that personal 
oh was consummated by the 
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bullets he received in Carthage 
with the Prophet when he was 4455. 
President * was himself dis- 


abled. In the scene that he then 
passed through he énced all that 
ins to mart He never 


greater pain or more severe 
pain than he experienced in the jail 
with the Prophet Joseph. But it was 
not appointed for him to give up the 
host then. He had to wait another 
— years so that he might show 
forth his — 7 — priesthood 
and his fervor, and be a blessing to 
God’s people in these valleys of the 
mountains. At another time when 
President Taylor was laboring in New 
York he went to work and with faith 
and the co-operation of such brethren 
as he could find, established a paper, 
and published it in New York—one 
of the most successful enterprises of 
the kind that was ever undertaken in 
the last days. Some of the papers of 
New York undertook to ran him out, 
thinking New York belonged to them. 
They dared President Taylor to an 
investigation. He proposed to meet 
as many of them as pleased to attend; 
but he met them with so magnanim- 
ous a heart and so full a hand, that 
they declined the opportunity to meet 
him. I cite these instances of the 
high moral bravery that President 
Taylor | anywhere, every- 
where and at all times in behalf of 
the truth while traveling and laboring 
in various countries. This has been 
his — and feeling. And while he 
has been of this magnanimous char- 
acter, he has always entertained thie 
most profound regard for legitimate 
authority. No man delighted more 
to receive and obey the counsel of 
those over him. This he did with the 
Prophet Joseph, although soms of the 
counsels given him tested him and 
many of his brethren to the innermost 
soul and to the veritable life itself. 
President Taylor always delighted to 
serve the people. It was a notable 
trait in his character that he was not 
addicted to hankering after money. 
Many men could see a sovereign or a 
half eagle along way farther off than 
he could. He sought fur the richss 
of esernal life.

OUR TRIP TO THE CONTINENT 
— 0 


‘Wn theough Catholie provinces. where all the 
the ancient image-worship exists, and where you meet the priests, friats, and 
sisters ot mercy on every hand, and now we know, something. of, the feelings 
that cause the tourist in our mountain home to be.'so.anxious to see that 
wonderful genus homo—a “ Mormon.” Tis not What folks ‘are, it is what 
they have the reputation of being. 
We descended the mountain by dtiothier to Arth, after dtr 
dinner, viewing the Alps, and hearing the Alpine horn blown. From Arth 
to Zag by steamboat on the Zuger See Lake Zug. This lake is about 650 
feet deep. We had another panoramic view of mountains, villages and cot- 
‘tages. We called at Immensee—there is a footpath from here to Kussnacht, 
‘where it is said William Tell killed Gesler, the Austrian tyrant. At Zug 
-City we saw the spot where, on the 5th of June, 1887, about half a street, 
28 buildings, sunk into Lake Zug. We saw the ruins of those left on the 
shore, the debris that was being taken away, and the empty houses that the 
people had left for fear of a further sinking. Zug is the capital of Canton 
Zug, and situated on the lake. From here we went to Zurich, the capital of 
Canton Zurich. | 
On our arrival at the depot we were met * Elder Adolph . 
* comfortable. In the evening we visited a family by the name of 
„Muller, where they had a choir practice. We were received very kindly and, 
by the aid of President Schoenfeld, were enabled to address them at their 
request after the singing meeting. Of course we took in” the elegant ton

We went ou an eminence ‘called the here there was 
monument of Nageti, favorite composer of wocal and from wWhérice 
wo had a very fine view.

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and theold’ church where he used to preach. We visited the park and 
acqnarlum,-with its variety of gold and silver fish, carp, perch, trout, etc., 
and then took train for Winterthur, where we had an appointment to hold 
Suntlay services We were met at the depot by Elders N. Sommer and 
Johan Ligg, who-escorted:us to the dwelling of Herr Heinrich Keller, who 
extended to us the hospitalities of his home, and who, with his excellent 
lady, did il in 32 to make us comfortable, and we made a very 
agreeable visit. 

Sunday the 4th of July was our Pioneer Day. We celebrated it in Win- 
terthur, an industrial and wealthy town on the Eulach, of some 14, 000 inha- 
bitants. Here the Saints had hired a large hall, which was well filled by 
members of the Church and non members. It was a fine day, and the Saints 
came in from adjacent towns and villages. The services were at 10 a.m. and 
2 p. m. The morning was occupied by Elder L. F. Monch and myself, Presi- 
dent Schoenfeld interpreting; and in the afternoon, after the usual opening 
exercises ind the administration of the Sacrament, Elders N. Sommer, A. 
Baer; myself and President Schonfeld occupied the time. We had a very 
etijoyable meeting. The Spirit of the Lord was poured out upon the people 
who'tejoiced under its influence. The choir sang a piece in English, entitled 
„Come Honte,” very sweetly. Our meetings were well attended. | 
Here we parted with friend Schoenfeld, and brother L. F. Monch took us 

under his care. We were invited to go to Dachsen, where Herr Wilhelm 
Close extended to us the Hospitalities of his home, and to see the Rhine Falls 
illumiatted.. We accepted the invitation, and on our way by the cars we 
wert favored with several hymns sung by a portion of the choir who had 
been to Winterthur to attend meetings, and who were returning home. 
At Dachsen we saw the Falls of the Rhine that are said to be in point of 
volume the grandest in Europe. We saw them by night illuminated and by 
dapyliglit. We made an exctedingly pleasant visit to our kind host and 
hostess, and with thankfulness continued our journey to Stuttgart and Berlin, 
On our way, when crossing the German frontier, we had our valises ex- 
‘amined: by the Custom House officers. Now we are among another people 
and everything is military. At Stuttgart we were pleased to meet with 
‘Elders Frederiek Goss and Beck; they had arranged for a meeting. We 
visited: thie Schloss garden (King's Palace garden), the avenues, walks, and 
elegant flower - beds, also the museum, admiring the statuary and paintings. 
- We-had the pleasure of an introduction to the eminent sculptor, Donndorf, 
and of seeing his work and studio. 

We held a very interesting meeting with the Saints at Stuttgart, and had 
the pleasure of bearing our testimony to those who were not of our faith. 
» Eiders. Goss and Monch also addressed the meeting with much freedom. 
From Stuttgart we went to Mayence, visited the catheral, the monuments of 
Gutenberg and Schiller, the palace theatre, St. Stephen’s church, the Kaestrich 
and the new bridge across the Rhine, also the fortifications, where we wit- 
nessed the infantry and artillery drill. Mayence is the largest town of the 
-@rand-Dukedom-of Hessia. Then we took steamer down the Rhine to 
Cologne. It was a lovely day; the sun shone brightly and greatly enhanced 
the Measure of our trip. Elder Monch had an excellent field glass, and 
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htadly pointed ett the Yariods points of interest: Bicbrivh, formerly the 
resident of the Duke of Nas- an, with it: palace and park; Sehiersteia, with 
tive castio of Freaeastein; Zitville etd ite fine villas; Castle Johannesberg 
and colvbrated fot ite wines; Bingen on the Rhine, one Uf the 
most Warming places of the Middile-Riine. We were much struck with the 
manner in Which the sides of the mountains on either side of the Rhine are 
ultivated, being ie terruees, just as we had ssen in the ruins in Menieo when 
exploring in the Sierra Madras. We saw a number of castles—some in ruins, 
—— — It is @ most charming sight to ses the 
vine yards and places eultivated on the sides of the mountains, and the 
windings of the fiver and points of interest, all with seme legendary tale in 
confection with it that might be ta’ by who are 
at by as superstitions febles. 

Wo rive at Gdloghe, the lntgest town in Rhenish Prussia, and im- 
prove the time by visiting the cathedral, with its two magwiflont towers, the 
Righest in Europe, the most gigantic of Gothie edifices. We toiled up five 
nundred steps and more to see the panorama that lay beneath, and we were 
‘well repaid im the beautiful view spread out before us. The spires of the 
‘cathedral are the tallest in the world, over five hundred feet high. Eater- 
nally the charth measures 444 feet in length and 901 in breadth, the height 
‘of the roof taside is 145 feet. The stained glass in the windows of the north 
Giste is much admired. We saw the monument of Frederick William III, 
said to be ond of the best works of its class in Europe, From Ovlogue we 
went to the City of Bertin, and saw that finest of all streets in Europe 
‘Unter-der-Linden—with its broad avenue of lindens, its splendid buildings 
the Royal Palace, the Palace Bridge with sight groupe of statuary, the monu- 
mont to Frederick the Great, and the Brandenberg Gate surmounted dq its 
ole chariot of Victory, all combine to make one of the grandest strests 
‘possible to imagine. We were favored with beautiful weather, and every- 
thing looked at its best in the golden sunshine.
